Householders 
can obtain equally good soda bread flours 
under three names: “Lily of the Valley,” 
“First Flower of the Earth,” and 
“Queen of Hearts.’’ 

The by-prodacts of flour-milling are 
bran and pollard, extensively used in the 
farming industry for feeding all classes 
of stock, and here again the products of 
this mill enjoy a high repute among users. 
The firm manufacture sles two grades of 
whole meal, “ Irish Wheatmeal,”’ a flaky 
type of meal very popular in rural dis 
tricts, and “ Shield Wheatmeal,”’ a fine 
ground meal which is sold more in the 


city. 
MAIZE PRODUCTS 


In addition to the Anna Liffey Mills 
at Lucan, there is the Grange Mill at the 
Twelfth Lock, Grand Canal, where the 
manufacture of Maize Meal and “ Alme”’ 
Flaked Maize is carried on. 

The directors of the firm are Mr. George 
Shackleton, Mr. John W. Shackleton, and 
Mr. George Shackleton, junior; the Sec- 
retary is Mr. Thomas 8S. Shackleton, an¢l 
the head miller is Mr. W. H. Freeman. 

In the construction and equipment of 
the mill as it has been remodelled to-day, 
several prominent firms played their part. 
Messrs. M.1.A.G., who have been doing a 
great deal to modernise Irish mills, and 
whose drying plant is now in use in 
fourteen of the largest mills in the 
The contractors for the belting were 
Messrs. R. and J. Dick, Ltd., and Messrs. 
Wilby and Co., of High street, Dublin. 
Power, supplied by two turbines from 
the River Liffey, is augmented by an 
engine installed by Messrs. the National 
Oil Engine Co., of 188 Pearse street, 
Dublin, and used as a stand-by for full 
power 
To builders one of the most interesting 
features of the timbering end of the mill 
reconstruction has been the use of grain- 
less wood. This is pure timber, grown in 
Northern Sweden, cut into chip§ reduced 
to pulp by a high-pressure stealn explo- 
sion, and pressed at a force of 2, tons 
from the forest tree into Masonite boards. 
This form of board, comprising decorative 
appearance with strength, moisture-resist- 
ance and durability, is already familiar to 
usets of the Drummi train, wherein it was 
used for the exterior panels of the coaches. 
Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert supplied 
and carried out the electric light wiring ; 
Messrs. Avery and Co. the weighing 
machines and scales, and Messrs. T. M. 
Carr, builders’ contractors, of Maynooth, 
did the painting and decoration. 
Messrs. M. and J. Dawson, Ford agents, 
Maynooth, supplied the Ford trucks used 
in the handling of the firm’s products, 
which to a considerable extent, and for 
almost the entire history of the firm, have 
been despatched to customers in sack con- 
tainers supplied by Messrs. Goodbody, of 


the milling business was Richard Shackle- 
ton, of Baltimore, the life-long friend of 
Edmund Burke. He began at Ballitore in 
1776 with a small water mill, where he 
was succeeded by his son, George. . Two 
i sons of George Shackleton, Joseph and 

Abraham, left Ballitore in 1860 to take up 
milling at Anna Liffey Mills, Lucan, where 
the present business is carried on, and 
where, as is described below, the most 
modern machinery has now been installed. 
In 1884 the Anna Liffey Mills were con- 
verted from the old type of mill stones to 
roller milling. Turbines were installed 
in place of water wheels, and in every way 
the mill was made as up-to-date as could 
be. In 1904 the firm became a limited 
company, and as improvements in mill 
machinery were evolved from time to time 
they were embodied in the firm’s plant, 
always with the object of keeping abreast

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During the European War, and in the 
depression period (in milling) that 
followed, millers were averse to sinking 
capital in their business. Old machines 
were renovated as far as possible and still 
succeeded in producing good flour. This 
good production was, however, largely due 
to the skill and experience of milling en- 
gendered by training and tradition.
